It later 
Opened fire. 
The steam trawler Crane 
was sunk, and th* decapitated bodies 
oi her skipper and mate have been 
brought to Hull, 
i’he boatswain ami 
oi hei numbers- ot the crew, who are 
understood to be seriously wounded, 
as* on board a mission ship. 
The only 
slightly injuied numbei of the crew 
has arrived at Hull. 
The steam traw- 
I* rs Moulmein and Mino have arrived 
at Hull, seriously damaged by shots, 
tin* latter having sixteen holes in her 
hull. 
It is feared that other damage 
was done to trawlers and that at least 
one moie was lost with all hands. 
According to other reports, the af­ 
fair occurred 200 miles off Spurn Head. 
The Russian ships were steaming in 
line. 
The leading ships passed with­ 
out incident, though most of the ves­ 
sels turned searchlights on the traw* 
lers long enough to prevent any mis­ 
take as to identity.

The only survivor of th** Crane who 
has yft reported here is J. A, Smith, 
son ol the deceased skipper, ami who 
with the captains oi the Moulmein und 
Mino, is going to London 
to consult 
with the authorities. 
Young Smith was asleep in his bunk 
when the bring aroused him. 
Just as 
he was getting up a shot struck the 
starboard and penetrated to the fore­ 
castle, smashing a lamp near which 
he was standing. 
He rushed on deck, 
where the searchlights 
revealed the 
hoirible sign» of his father and Leg 
get 
lying 
headless 
and the 
deck 
strewn with the injured. 
It was soon 
found that the vessel was sinking and 
signals for a sistan* e w ere sent up. 
Smith and others concur in the de­ 
tails ot the firing that have already 
been given out. 
From interviews with members of 
trawler crews, it appears that the ad­

green flares to show that they were 
harmless fishermen, but these signals 
wer© ignored. 
Eighteen injured men are here un­ 
der treatment. 
One trawler, the Wren, is missing, 
and it is feared she has been sunk. 
There were many distressing scenes 
at Hull during the day and night, rela­ 
tives inquiring after friends.

Hull, Eng., Oct. 24.—A. M. Jackson 
Co., solicitors for the 
owners of 
fifty Hull fishing boats, have notified 
the foreign office and admiralty of an 
attack on the Hull fishing feet by the 
Russian 
Pacific 
fleet 
(commonly 
designated 
as the Baltic 
squadron) 
commanded by Vice Admiral Rojest- 
vensky. 
Th'1 
official Information 
is 
that shortly after midnight Friday the 
Russian squadron fell in with the Hull 
fishing fleet in the North sea. 
The 
first portion of the fishing fleet passed 
safely. 
Then the Russian ships turned 
their searchlights on the British ves­ 
sels for some time and a little later 
opened fire. 
The steam trawler Crane 
was sunk, and the decapitated bodies 
of her skipper and mate have been 
brought to Hull. 
The boatswain and 
other rn * tubers of the crew, who are 
understood to be seriously wounded, 
ar* on board a mission ship. 
The only 
slightly injured member of the crew 
has arrived at Hull. 
The steam traw­ 
ler.-. Moulmein and Mine have arrived 
at Hull, seriously damaged by shots, 
the latter having sixteen holes in her 
hull. 
It is feared that other damage 
was done to trawlers and that at least 
one more was lost with all hands. 
According to other reports, the af­ 
fair occurred 200 miles off Spurn Head. 
The Russian ships were steaming in 
line. 
The leading ships passed with­ 
out incident, though most of the ves­ 
sels turned searchlights on the traw­ 
lers long enough to prevent any mis­ 
take as to identity. 
After the bulk 
of the squadron had passed it opened 
lire, nearly 
all participating 
in the 
firing. 
The Crane was struck below 
the water line and raked above decks. 
Skipper Smith and Third Hand Leg-

Th*' only survivor of the Crane who 
has yet reported here is J. A. Smith, 
son of the deceased skipper, and who

Young Smith was asleep in his bunk 
when the firing aroused him. 
Just as 
ho was getting up a shot struck the 
starboard and penetrated to the fore­ 
cast Ie, smashing a lamp near which 
he was standing.

Bent kendorfT, the 
Russian ambassador, both were out of 
town Sunday and all the government 
offices in London were closed as usual 
on Sunday; therefore, no official view 
could he gleaned of lite firing by Rus­ 
sian warships upon a British fishing 
fleet in the North sea.

This is 
the view taken editorially by all the 
morning papers. 
The worst feature 
of the story, as viewed 
here, is the 
heartlessness displayed by the Russian 
fleet in steaming away without taking 
the trouble to ascertain even whether 
their tire 
had inflicted any 
damage 
and without any effort to rescue the 
victims. 
While admitting the necessity of a 
suspension of judgment for investiga­

explanation, the

tile strongest representations to the 
St. Petersburg

held that the omission of the Russian 
fleet to stay its course down the chan­ 
nel to offer any 
explanation makes 
the case look exceedingly grave; and 
the only possible solution of the mys­ 
tery that has been suggested is that, 
Excited by Rumors Recently Spread 
of Japan’s intentions on the 
Pacific 
squadron, in the event of its sailing, 
the Russian gunners yielded to panic 
and supposed that tile trawlers’ rock­ 
ets were the signals 
of an enemy’s 
fleet 
In view of the decision in the Al- 
lanton case, it is regarded as quite 
impossible that the St. Petersburg au­ 
thorities eau be in any way responsi­ 
ble for the incident. 
Considering the 
circumstances in 
the case tho newspapers treat the m at­ 
ter with commendable calmness but 
are firm 
in demands for 
immediate 
satisfaction.

attack on the Hull fishing fleet by the

Russian squadron fell in with the Hull 
fishing fleet In the North sea.

Then the Russian ships turned 
their searchlights on the British ves­ 
sels for some time and a little later 
opened fire. 
The steam trawler Crane 
was sunk, and the decapitated bodies 
of her skipper and mate have been 
brought to Hull. 
The boatswain and 
other members of the crew, who are 
understood to be seriously wounded, 
an on board a mission ship. 
The only 
slightly injured member of the crew 
has arrived at Hull. 
The steam traw­ 
lers Moulmein and Mino have arrived 
at Hull, seriously damaged by shots, 
the latter having sixteen holes in her 
hull. 
It is feared that other damage 
was done to trawlers and that at least 
one more was lost with all hands. 
According to other reports, the af­ 
fair occurred 200 miles off Spurn Head. 
The Russian ships were steaming in 
line. 
The leading ships passed with­ 
out incident, though most of the ves­ 
sels turned searchlights on the traw­ 
lers long enough to prevent any mis­ 
take as to identity.

I ll SSI AN LOSS LARGE 


London, Oct. 24.—Foreign Minister 
Lansdowne and M. Benckendorff, the 
Russian ambassador, both were out of 
town Sunday and all the government 
offices in London were closed as usual 
on Sunday; therefore, no official view 
could be gleaned of the firing by Rus­ 
sian warships upon a British fishing 
fleet m the North sea. 
The first re­ 
ports of the affair received in London 
were regarded as almost incredible. 
When, however, cumulative evidence 
no longer left doubt of the general ue- 
euiacy of the reports, astonishment 
became bewilderment as to what pos­ 
sible motive could have led Russian 
officers into such ail extraordinary and 
inexplicable course of action, which, 
unless a satisfactory explanation is 
immediately forthcoming, could only 
be íegarded as an act of war. 
This is 
the view' taken editorially by all the 
morning papers. 
The worst feature 
of the story, as viewed 
here, is the 
heartlessness displayed by the Russian 
fleet in steaming away without taking 
the trouble to ascertain even whether 
their fire 
had inflicted any 
damage 
and without any effort to rescue the 
victims. 
While admitting the necessity of a 
suspension of judgment for investiga­ 
tion 
and 
explanation, the 
morning 
newspapers 
are 
unanimous 
in 
de­ 
manding 
that 
the 
government, 
in­ 
struct Ambassador Ilardinge to make 
the strongest representations to the 
St. Petersburg 
government 
and ob­ 
tain reparation and 
apology, and as­ 
surance's of the Russian Pacific fleet’s 
good behavior for tin? future'. 
Ll is 
held that the omission of the Russian 
fleet to sta\ its course down the chan­ 
nel to offer any 
explanation makes 
the ease look exceedingly grave; and 
the only possible solution of the mys­ 
tery that has been suggested is that, 
Excited by Rumors Recently Spread 
of Japan's intentions on the 
Pacific 
squadron, in the event of its sailing, 
the Russian gunners yielded to panic 
and supposed that the trawlers’ rock­ 
ets were the signals 
of an enemy's 
fleet 
In view of the decision in the Al­ 
lanten case, it is regarded as quite 
impossible that the St. Petersburg au­ 
thorities c an be in any way responsi­ 
ble for the incident. 
Considering the 
circumstances in 
the case the newspapers treat the m at­ 
ter with commendable calmness but 
are firm 
in demands for 
immediate 
satisfaction. 
The Chronicle says: 
“The next twenty-four hours must 
settle' it one way or the other. 
Only 
two modes of settlement are possible. 
Either explanation, apology and gen­ 
erous compensation 
to the victims’ 
families, or an ultimatum.” 
The Standard says: 
“An explanation should be promptly 
and sternly demanded for the intoler­ 
able outrage. 
The 
Russian govern­ 
in' nt should bo informed that it is ex­ 
pected to recall its ill-starred squad­ 
ron, first, in order that proper investi­ 
gation may be held, and, second, to 
keep it out of harm ’s way for the fu­ 
ture.”

U n d e r D id K n f f l l t h L a w , 
Fnder the old English law if a pris­ 
oner stood mute and failed to plead to 
the indictment a jury was impaneled 
to determine whether his conduct came 
from obstinacy or from a natural im­ 
pediment. 
According to Blackstone, if 
the prisoner was found to Ik* obsti­ 
nately mute and the Indictment was 
for high treason it was settled that 
his silence was equivalent to a convic­ 
tion and that judgment and execution 
should follow. T his same rule applied 
to petit larceny and misdemeanors, but 
upon appeal or indictments for other 
felonies or petit treason, according to 
th«* ancient law. the prisoner was not 
deemed convicted: but. because of his 
obstinacy, 
lit* received “the terrible 
sentence of penance or peine” and was 
pressed to death. 
Blackstone thus describes this pun­ 
ishment: “That the prisoner he re­ 
manded to the prison from whence he 
came and put in a low. dark chamber 
and there be laid on his back on the 
hare floor, naked unless decency for­ 
bids; that there be placed upon his 
body as great a weight of iron as he 
could bear and more: that la* should 
have no sustenance, save only on the 
lirst day three morsels of the worst 
bread, and on the second day three i 
drafts of standing water that should j 
be nearest, the prison door, and in this ¡ 
situation 
this should 
be alternately! 
his daily diet till lie died or (as au- 
ciently the judgment rati) till he an- j 
swored.” 
During the trials for witchcraft in j 
New' England a respectable citizen be­ 
ing so accused, knowing that by rea­ 
son of the excitement of the times a 
plea of not guilty and trial would re­ 
sult in a conviction with confiscation 
of properly, and the same judgment 
would follow a plea of guilty, refused 
to plead, thereby preventing a convic­ 
tion and enabling his family to retain 
his property. 
The court ordered that 
1a* he pressed because of his obstinacy. 
The order was carried out and the 
victim died. Chicago News.
